TEAM NOTES AGAINST TORONTO 

• New England leads the all-time, regular-season series between the two clubs, 5-3-6 

• The Revs are 5-1-2 against Toronto at Gillette Stadium in eight regular-season 
games 

• Sunday’s match is the second of three meetings between the two clubs this season 
... the Revs took the first game of the series, 2-0, on May 25 at Gillette Stadium ... 
the teams end the series on Aug. 30 at BMO Field 

• Toronto won the season series in 2012, posting a 1-0-1 record and earned its first 
win at Gillette Stadium in club history 

• Six out of the 14 matches between the two teams have ended in a draw 

• The Revs have out-scored TFC, 24-15, in their 14 previous meetings 

• The Revs have shut out TFC four times while the Reds have posted three shutouts 
in the all-time, regular-season series 

• In home games against Toronto, the Revs have averaged 2.00 goals per game while 
Toronto has averaged 0.50 goals per game at Gillette Stadium 

• The Revolution and TFC have never met outside the MLS regular season 

PLAYER NOTES AGAINST TORONTO 

• Andy Dorman rudely welcomed Toronto into MLS in 2007, scoring a pair of goals in 
the teams’ first-ever meeting ... the midfielder has three goals in three career games 
against TFC 

• Juan Agudelo has scored three goals in three games against Toronto ... his first goal 
against TFC as Rev came earlier this year on May 25 

• Diego Fagundez has one goal - a game-winner - in three career games against 
TFC 

• Chad Barrett has one career goal and assist against the Reds as a member of the 
Chicago Fire 

• Chris Tierney has one goal and three assists in nine career appearances against 
Toronto ... Tierney set up Diego Fagundez for the game-winner against TFC on May 
25 ... Tierney’s first two career assists were recorded at BMO Field against Toronto 
FC: on Aug. 23, 2008 and May 23, 2009 ... his lone goal against TFC was a 94th- 
minute equalizer at BMO Field on June 23,2012 

• Clyde Simms recorded two assists against TFC while a member of D.C. United 

• Saer Sene is the only other current Revolution player to record an assist against 
TFC ... Sene assisted on Juan Agudelo’s goal on May 25 

• Matt Reis is 3-1-4 with a 1.13 goals against average and three shutouts in eight 
career games against Toronto 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 1-1-1 against TFC, with a 1.00 goals against average ... 
Shuttleworth earned his first victory over Toronto on May 25 

LAST MEETING: New England 0, D.C. 0 

June 8, 2013 - Gillette Stadium (Foxborough, Mass.) 

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. - Juan Agudelo and Diego Fagundez both scored for the second 
straight week to guide the Revolution to a 2-0 victory over Toronto FC on a rainy and raw 
night. After coming off the bench to score on his Revolution debut in Houston the week 
prior, Agudelo made his first start with the club against TFC and once again sealed the full 
three points with a late goal. And once again it was Fagundez who scored what proved 
to be the game-winner as he extended goal-scoring streak to three games with a strike 
midway through the first half.

TEAM NOTES 


“MLS 36 | DIEGO FAGUNDEZ” DEBUTS SATURDAY 

The New England Revolution's 18-year-old phenom, Diego Fagundez, is the subject of the 
latest “MLS 36" episode, which premieres on the NBC Sports Network on Saturday, Aug. 3, 
at 6 p.m. ET... presented by NBC Sports, “MLS 36” gives fans new insight into the life and 
preparations of an MLS player in the 36 hours before a game ... Fagundez was spotlighted 
on July 5 and July 6, with his preparations leading up to the Revolution's 2-0 win over the 
San Jose Earthquakes at Gillette Stadium ... from being woken up at his parents' house in 
Leominster, Mass, on Friday morning, July 5, to the postgame fireworks celebration at Gillette 
Stadium following Saturday night's win, the “MLS 36" cameras followed Fagundez as he and 
his family got ready for the San Jose match ... replays of “MLS 36 | Diego Fagundez” will air 
on mlssoccer.com and revolutionsoccer.net. 

ALSTON RETURNS TO THE FIELD 

Kevin Alston returned to the field at D.C. United last Saturday, making his first appearance 
since March 30 after being diagnosed with chronic myelogenous leukemia (CML), a rare but 
treatable form of leukemia ... Alston checked into the game in the 84th minute at left back 
and the played the final 10 minutes of action in front of more than 50 family and friends in his 
hometown. 

SECOND SPELL WITH TORONTO FC NEXT 

The Revs return home on Sunday to host Toronto FC after three straight games on the road ... 
the Revs took the first meeting against the Reds, a 2-0 win at Gillette Stadium on May 25 ... 
Diego Fagundez scored the game-winning goal, while Juan Agudelo added a late insurance 
goal to seal the three points at home ... the two teams close out the three-game season series 
at BMO Field on Friday, Aug. 30. 

RIGHT IN THE PLAYOFF MIX 

The Revs earned an important three points on the road against D.C. United on Saturday 
as the club continues to press for a playoff spot... the Revs win, coupled with a draw in the 
Houston-Chicago match, pushed the Revs into the fifth and final playoff spot with 13 regular- 
season games remaining ... all of the Revs' remaining regular-season games will be against 
Eastern Conference opponents ... the Revs are 6-3-3 against the East this year, and the 
combined winning percentage of the team's remaining schedule is .469. 

PLAYOFF PARITY 

Six points separates the top six teams in the Eastern Conference heading into the beginning 
of August... Sporting KC leads the East with 36 points in 22 games, while New York (35 
points, 22 games) and Montreal (35 points, 20 games) are tied for second ... Philadelphia has 
34 points (22 games), while New England (30 points, 21 games) and Houston (30 points, 20 
games) round out the top of the conference ... of the top six teams in the conference, three 
teams - New York, Montreal and Houston - have three games remaining against the West, 
while three teams - Kansas City, Montreal and Houston - also are set to enter the CONCA- 
CAF Champions League draw in the next few weeks. 

EASTERN FIGHT 

The Revs are now 6-3-3 against the East this year, and have posted their most wins against 
conference opponents since 2007 when the Revs went 7-6-5 against the East in a 32-game 
season ... with all 13 matches remaining scheduled against Eastern teams, the 2013 Revs 
have an opportunity challenge their best-ever mark against Eastern teams: 9-5-4 in 2005 
when the Revs went 17-7-8 on the season and won the East. 

RESILIENCY ON THE ROAD 

The Revs have posted back-to-back road wins in their last two matches, pushing their season 
away mark to 4-4-3 on the season ... the team's four wins away from Gillette Stadium are 
the most since 2009, when the team went 4-6-5 in 15 road games ... the Revs' .500 winning 
percentage on the road is tied for second-best in MLS (behind Sporting KC's .591 mark), and 
tied with Philadelphia, Real Salt Lake and Portland Timbers ... in 2012, the Revs went 2-13-2 
(.176 winning percentage) on the road, the worst mark in MLS. 

HOME COOKING HOPEFULLY TASTES GREAT TOO... 

After playing three straight games on the road, the Revs now return on Sunday against 
Toronto FC ... six of the team's next nine games will be played at Gillette Stadium ... in 2013, 
the Revs are 4-3-3 at home ... in 10 home matches, the Revs have allowed only six goals (an 
0.60 goals against average), and have posted six shutouts ... the Revs' six goals allowed are 
the second-fewest allowed at home in MLS this year (behind LA’s 4), and tied with Portland 
... against East opponents at home this year, the Revs are 2-1-3 on the season, allowing just 
three goals. 

...ONE INGREDIENT USUALLY INCLUDED 

Through 10 games at home this season, the Revs have posted six shutouts, including a 443 
minute shutout streak from May 11 to July 13 ... should the Revs post four more shutouts 
in their seven remaining home games, they would match FC Dallas and LA Galaxy for most 


shutouts at home in a single season with 10... both Dallas and LA posted the 10 home 
shutouts in 2011. 

DEFENSE CONTINUES TO PROVE ITS WORTH 

As the MLS schedule shifts into August, the Revs continue to claim MLS' top defense ... 
through 21 games, the Revs lead the league in goals against average (0.90), shutouts (11) 
and save percentage (75.3, tied with Portland)... Saturday's win at D.C. also marked the 16th 
game - in 21 - that the Revs have allowed one goal or fewer in a game ... the Revs' six goals 
allowed at home is second-best in MLS (behind LA's 4), and their 13 goals allowed on the road 
is the league’s lowest total. 

STILL, DEFENSIVE ODDS ARE AGAINST OPPONENTS 

With 11 shutouts in 21 games, the Revs are posting a defensive clean sheet in more than half 
their games... with the league's leading defense, the Revs have allowed a league-low 19 goals 
in 21 games for an 0.90 goals against average ... in addition to the 11 shutouts this year, the 
Revs have allowed a single goal in five additional games ... in only five games this year has 
New England allowed two or more goals in a game. 

REVERSING SOME TRENDS 

The Revs entered their Game against D.C. United on July 27 with a couple of disheartening 
trends - six of the club's seven losses were by one goal and all seven wins came only while 
posting a shutout... the Revs reversed those trends and earned three points with the come- 
from-behind, 2-1 win at RFK Stadium ... the 2-1 win marked the first win for the Revs without 
posting a defensive shutout... it was also just the club’s second win in a one-goal game, the 
other coming on March 9 at Chicago (1-0). 

HEALTHY BALANCE UP FRONT AND IN BACK 

With a solid back line and 11 different goal scorers this season, the Revs are one of the most 
balanced teams in MLS ... the Revs are second in the Eastern Conference in goal differential 
(+8), and tied for fourth in the league in the category ... the club is fifth in the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence in goals scored with 27, and first in goals allowed (19) in the league ... Real Salt Lake 
(+12), the Portland Timbers (+11) and Sporting Kansas City (+10) are the only teams with 
higher goal differentials so far this season ... the Revs are also the only team to allow fewer 
than 20 goals through week 22. 

FAGUNDEZ FINDING THE NET 

Diego Fagundez scored his team-leading seventh goal of the season against D.C. United on 
July 27, marking his second straight game with a goal... with seven goals, Fagundez is tied 
for seventh in MLS on the MLS goal-scoring chart this year... of the midfielder’s seven goals, 
four of them have been game-winners and he is tied for second in MLS in that category ... he 
is also the top scoring Homegrown player (7G, 4A) this year in all of MLS. 

IMBONGO FINDING HIS FORM 

Dimitry Imbongo’s second-half goal against D.C. United last Saturday leveled the score at 1-1 
and helped the Revs post the come-from-behind victory ... Imbongo now has three goals on 
the season, all of which have come in the last seven games ... Imbongo has appeared in nine 
games - starting four... his goal on Saturday was his first coming as a starter this season ... 
his previous two goals (at Vancouver on June 15 and vs. San Jose on July 6) came when he 
entered the game as a substitute. 

SHUTTLEWORTH CLOSING IN ON SHUTOUT RECORD 

With one more shutout this season, Bobby Shuttleworth will tie Matt Reis for the most shutouts 
by a Revs goalkeeper in a season ... Reis posted 10 shutouts three different seasons: 2005, 
2006 and 2007 ... Tony Meola holds the MLS single-season record for shutouts when he 
posted 16 with Kansas City in 2005 ... Shuttleworth has been one of the top keepers in MLS 
this season, posting a league-high nine shutouts, a 1.00 goals against average (tied for fourth), 
and a 73.7 save percentage (tied for fourth). 

GONCALVES STEPS TO CENTER BACK FOREFRONT 

The Revs’ defense has been rock solid since newcomer Jose Goncalves arrived via Switzer¬ 
land's Sion SC this off-season ... the 27-year-old Portuguese center back has anchored MLS’ 
second-ranked defense and is the only Revs player to play every minute of every game this 
season ... all while integrating nine different defenders into the four-man lineup through 21 
games. 

IRONMAN ALERT 

Through week 22 of the 2013 MLS season, Jose Goncalves stands as one of just four field 
players who has played every minute for his team ... Amobi Okugo (Philadelphia) leads the 
league with 1,980 minutes played in 22 games ... Goncalves has played 1,890 minutes in 
21 games, while Jalil Anibaba and Austin Berry (both of Chicago) have both played 1,8000 
minutes in 20 games apiece.

TIERNEY CRACKS MORE CLUB TOP-IOs 

A 2008 Supplemental Draft pick out of Virginia, Chris Tierney is now ranked in the club's 
career top 10 in three all longevity categories: games played (tied for eighth, 119), starts (10th, 
108) and minutes played (9,469)... Tierney is also eighth in assists (20), third in game-winning 
assists (nine), fifth in assists per game (0.17), fifth in assists per 90 minutes (0.19) and fourth 
in corner kicks (188)... Tierney, who is now is in his sixth MLS season after signing with the 
club in June 2008 after graduating from UVa, is the team's second-longest tenured player after 
Matt Reis. 

FAGUNDEZ CRACKS CASTROL INDEX TOP-10 

Diego Fagundez is currently ranked eighth on the full-season Castrol Index Chart - the official 
performance index of MLS - with a score of 745 ... the Castrol Index tracks every move on the 
field and assesses whether it has a positive or negative impact on a team's ability to score or 
concede a goal... the key factor for earning points include zone on the pitch the action takes 
place ... the index is calculated on a per 90 minute score, measuring the quality of each player 
performance rather than the number of games played ... Portland’s Donovan Ricketts is cur¬ 
rently ranked first on the index. 

OTHERS MAKE INDEX TOP 50 

Three other Revolution players - Bobby Shuttleworth, Jose Goncalves and Stephen Mc¬ 
Carthy - are also among the top 50 players ranked in the overall Catrol Index ... Shuttleworth 
is ranked 27th overall with 633, and is the third-ranked goalkeeper in the index ... Goncalves 
is ranked 31th with 622 points, while McCarthy is ranked 39th with 612 points ... Saer Sene 
(ranked 84th with 530 points) and Chris Tierney (ranked 97th with 508 points) round out 
Revolution players in the top 100. 

ROWE RACKING UP ASSISTS 

Kelyn Rowe recorded his sixth assist of the season in the Revs’ 2-0 win over San Jose on July 
6 ... the second-year midfielder’s sixth assist established a new single-season best after he 
recorded five assists as a rookie in 2012 ... Rowe’s six assists are the fourth most in MLS and 
he is tied for seventh in assists in the league. 

FAGUNDEZ LIKES IT HOT 

As the summer has heated up, so has Diego Fagundez ... the 18-year old has recorded a 
goal, an assist or both in eight of the team's last 12 MLS matches, dating back to May 11 ... 
he scored single goals against New York (May 11), Houston (May 18) and Toronto (May 25), 
before scoring one goal and adding two assists against LA (June 2)... after the team was shut 
out in a 0-0 draw against D.C. (May 8), Fagundez packed back up against Vancouver (June 
15), recording an assist before picking his second in as many games at Chivas USA (June 29) 
... the 18-year old found then himself back on the score sheet with a goal at Columbus (July 
20) and another game-winning goal at D.C. (July 27)... in that span, Fagundez has scored six 
of his seven goals and recorded all four of his assists. 

ACADEMY SYSTEM PAYING OFF FOR THE REVS 

Two regular Revs starters are products of the team's own MLS youth academy program, and 
Homegrown players in general have been a tremendous boost to the club this year... the 
Revs’ products include Diego Fagundez, (18 games, 1349 minutes, team-leading seven goals, 
four assists) and Scott Caldwell (16 games, 1129 minutes, one assist) were signed from the 
Revolution Academy ... Juan Agudelo (acquired via trade from Chivas USA) is a product of the 
New York Red Bull's Academy and has played 11 games overall, 780 minutes, five goals and 
one assist this season ... Agudelo was a regular starter before injuring his knee against D.C. 
United on June 26 the U.S. Open Cup quarterfinal... Fagundez (18 years old) and Agudelo 
(20 years old) have combined to score 10 of the team's 27 goals this year, while Fagundez 
and Caldwell (22 years old) have combined for five of the team's 26 assists. 

REVS’ HOMEGROWNS PROVIDING LEAGUE’S BEST BANG 

The Revs’ own Homegrown duo of Diego Fagundez and Scott Caldwell has been this year's 
top-producing Homegrown products of any team’s own currenly-rostered Homegrown players 
... the pair’s combined total of 27 starts, 2,458 minutes played and seven goals are the top 
totals among all teams' Homegrowns ... additionally, the Revs are second in games played 
(34, to LA's 41 split between four players), and second in assists (6, to Vancouver's 7 among 
three players). 

AGUDELO OUT 

Juan Agudelo is listed as OUT for this week’s games with a right knee sprain, and is consid¬ 
ered week-to-week with the injury ... Agudelo suffered the injury late in a match against D.C. 
United (June 26) in the quarterfinals of the U.S. Open Cup ... Agudelo appeared in five games 
since joining the Revs on May 7 before the injury... the New York Red Bulls Academy product 
has scored five goals on the season (three with the Revs) and recorded one assist (with 
Chivas USA). 

CALDWELL COMES THROUGH 

Scott Caldwell, the team’s second-ever Homegrown signing, has made a strong impression 
in his rookie season ... the Braintree, Mass., product has made 16 appearances - including 
11 starts - seeing time in the central midfield ... Caldwell has started in the midfield in eight of 
the last 10 matches for the Revs ... Caldwell, who graduated from Akron in December after a 


stellar four-year career with the Zips, is among three Revs rookies who have seen time this 
year, including defender Andrew Farrell (19GP/19GS, one assist at right back) and midfielder 
Donnie Smith (1GP/1GS at left midfield). 

MATT REIS IS MR. CLEAN (SHEET) 

Veteran goalkeeper Matt Reis has posted shutouts in both of his MLS outings in 2013 ... in 
the season opener at Chicago (March 9), Reis made four saves in the shutout... after miss¬ 
ing the second game of the year against Philadelphia with knee inflammation, Reis made four 
saves against Sporting KC (March 23) for his second shutout in as many tries ... going back 
to 2012, Reis has posted shutouts in four of his last five appearances: Sept. 1, 2012 (0-0 vs. 
Philadelphia Union), Sept. 5, 2012 (2-0 vs. Columbus), March 9, 2013 (1-0 at Chicago) and 
March 23, 2013 (0-0 vs. Sporting KC)... overall, Reis has 72 career shutouts (63 with the 
Revs) to rank fourth all-time in MLS history. 

EARNING TENURE 

Matt Reis, who is playing in his 11th season with the Revolution, is the club’s longest-tenured 
player ever... the other players who had long careers with the Revs fall short of Reis’ current 
tenure: Shalrie Joseph (9.5 seasons - began with Revs in 2003, traded to Chivas USA in 
August 2012) and Jay Heaps (9.5-traded to Revs in June 2001, retired at the end of 2009) 

... Reis has made 244 appearances, going 87-88-69 and earning 63 shutouts while posting a 
1.33 goals against average. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown 
feel... Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.), Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) and Chris 
Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State ... 
both Caldwell and Fagundez played for the Revolution Academy and are Homegrown players 
... Caldwell was the youth teams’ first-ever captain and just completed his stellar four-year 
career at Akron. 

SOVEREIGN | SANTANDER’S “GOALS FOR CHARITY” PROGRAM IN FULL SWING 

Sovereign | Santander, the official bank of the New England Revolution, has launched the 
“Goals for Charity” campaign to coincide with the CONCACAF Gold Cup 2013 and the second 
half of the Revs' season ... in the program, Sovereign | Santander will contribute $500 for 
every goal scored during the Gold Cup 2013 and by the Revolution, in games between now 
and October 17 (up to $50,000) to three Boston non-profit organizations: The Boys & Girls 
Clubs of Boston, Cradles to Crayons and Camp Harborview ... the Revs’ goal donation total 
to date is $4,000 (eight goals).
